The Etruria So Damaged That She 
Sinks in Ten Minutes, Crew Nar- 
rowly Escaping.

18.—During a thick fog today the steel 
freight steamers Etruria and Amesa 
Stone collided ten miles off Presque 
Isle Light, in Lake Huron. The 
Etruria was damaged so badly that 
she sank within a few minutes, her 
crew narrowly escaping with their 
lives. The Etruria was struck on the 
starboard side. Many of the crew 
were asleep in their berths, but were 
awakened by the crash and reached 
the deck in time to escape. 

The lost ateamer, which was com- 
manded by Capt. John Greene of Butf- 
falo, was one of the largest type of lake 
carriers, registering 4553 tons and 
was built at Bay City in 1902. She

AMES J. HILL ON RATE-MAKING. | 
It has been said of James J. Hill, 
the builder of the Great Northern Rail- 
way without a government subsidy, 


that “he can talk railroads more un- 
y than any other man 
alive.” The reason that he is able 


to discourse so effectively on his fav- 
orite topic fs, first, he is a man of 
powerful mentality, and, second, he has 
had a longer, more varied, and more 
successful experience in building, op- 
erating and financing railroads than 
any other living man. 

He recently appeared before the In- 
terstate 


pointed by the UWaifed States Senate 
to obtain relative to regu- 
lation of railway rates. The clear 
ness and pertinency of his replies, 
and the informing nature of his re- 
‘marks, both surprised and delighted 
> committee. One of his state- 
ments wag startling, showing as it 
ald that discriminating charges are 
‘not alt on the side of the rallroads, 
He said grain is moved by lake from 
Duluth to Buffalo at 1% cents per 
bushel—carried a thousand miles, 
When that grain gets to the Hariem 
River, New York, it pays an arbitrary 
charge of 3 cents a hundred pounds. 
That is a cent and eight mills, or 
more than & has cost to bring it from 
Duluth to Buffalo. 

Senator Foraker asked: “Is that the 
rate from Buffalo to Harlem?” Mr. 
Hill replied: “No sir. It is an arbitrary 
when it comes to Harlem.” He ex- 
| pressed the opinion that a double 
track ‘road, built exclusively for 
freight, and therefore unhampered 
and unobstructed by passenger traf- 
fic, would handle grain between the 
two points at @ lower cost. Regarding 
our forelgn commerce he remarked 
that Asia buys more goods fro: 
abroad than America docs, and yet 
the United States supplies that con- 
tinent with but 4.66 per cent. of the 
manufactured goods it imports. The 
offctal statistics also shdw that our 
country exports to South America 
only one-eighth of the gaods it im- 
ports. 

Speaking of our export of bread- 
stuffs, he said the amount for 1904 
was more than one hundred million: 
less than for. 1901, that, in fact, we 
shipped abroad more breadstuffs a 
quarter of a century ago than we did 
last year. Besides holding such a 
large proportion of our wheat at home 
we still had to import large quan- 
titles from Canada to keep our mills 
grinding. “We have,” he said, 
“reached a turning point in our com- 
mercial history. Our enormous and 
increasing home consumption is leav- 
ing a constantly dwindling surplus of 
farm products for export. We have 
been blind to alluring opportunity. 
While, with impressive dignity, we 
have held open the trade door of 
Asia, the cargoes of our competitors 
have been pouring through.” 

Then, coming to the vital point 
his estimation, Mr. Hill said: 

“If it were not for the fact that. 
we work every source, that we try to 
bring together all the forces that we 
can control for the purpose of find- 
ing a load to the Pacific Coast, or. if 
ft were not for the fact that we have 
A carload of lumber waiting to be 
loaded and put on the train at one 
terminal and taken to the other ter. 
minal and unloaded—if it were net 
for that we could not make any such 
rate, we could not begin to make the 
rate. You might say that we are dis 
criminating in making that rate, but 
if we did not get that car out there 
and get a carload of lumber to move 
East, we could not make the rate. 
The whole country is much better if 
we have the traffic increased than it 
wouid be- if the traffic were retarded 
— much better. 

“It will come back to this—and |! 
am as confident of it as that I stand 
before you—that if you allow the rail- 
road company, under the § closes 
scrutiny of an intelligent Interstate 
Commerce Commission, to make the 
rate, and if they transgress in mak- 
ing the rate too high, take them 
promptly to the court, and if vou can 
not prove that it is too high, they 
have not sinned very far.. But if it 
is too high, punish them quickly and 
summarily; fine them or do anything 
you like with them. But leave the 
rate-making power with them, and 
subject to review by an intellicen 
court that can judge of all the facts 
because if you attempt to put ft in 
the hands of a commission or take 
it away from the railroads, that mo- 
ment you have driven every railroad 
in the country into a position to main- 
tain the highest rate it can get.” 

That Mr. Hin was pleading his

ANSLAUGHTER, OR MURDER? 

From the City of Chicago comes 
the announcement that “while the 
statute of limitations may bar indict- 
ments fof conspiracy to settle strikes 
by the use of money, it is. said to be 
certain that quite a number of indict- 
ments for manslaughter will be 
turned against persons claimed to be 
responsible for the deaths resulting 
from riots due to the teamsters’ 
strike.” 


Indictments for manslaughter! Mi- 
rabile dictu! N 
During the teamsters’ strike, ge- 


cording to the Coroner's report, fur- 
nished to the State's Attorney, sixteen 
persons were killed as a direct resujt 
of the strike. The number of persons 


fully known. Some were. slightly 
wounded, some seriotaly, perhaps 
some fatally. Few of the persons 
responsible for these maimings have 
been or will be punished. Many of 
the persons maimed were injured for 
life, while their assailants escaped 
without even being arrested. Others 
who were arrested were let off with 
light fines, hardly worth mentioning. 

But the cases of manslanghter;: 
these embody the principal points to 
be considered. 

What is manslaughter? What is 
murder? 

Manslaughter, as defined by Black- 
stone, is “the uniawful killing of an- 
other withéut malfée either express 
or implied; which may be either vol- 
untarily, upon a sudden heat, or m- 
voluntarily, but in the commission of 
some unlawful act.” 

Murder, as defined by the same 
high authority, is “when a person of 
sound memory and discretion unlaw- 
fully k®leth any reasonable. creature 
‘ with malice aforethought, 
either express or implied” 

Can the claim be reasonably urged 
that the union thugs who killed their 
victims in the Chicago strike did the 
killing “without malice’?..Jn many 
cases; it is well-known, they went 
forth to kin; they were prepared to 
kill: they threatened, beforehand, 
that they would kill: they had murder 
in their hearts, and the implements 
of murder in their hands: they used 
these implements for the purposes im- 
plied, and accomplished the results 


intended. 

Technically, the union thugs and 
hired assassins who committed 
these crimes in Chicago. may 
be guilty only of manslaughter. In 
every moral pense, they are guilty of; 
murder. As @ matter of abstract jus 


be indicted for murder and punished 
for murder. As a matter of fact—hav- 
ing in, view the devious methods of 
Chicago justice“ as it is administered 
today—the trials of these men will 
probably result in verdiets of acquit- 
tal, in the majority of cases. 


GOOD “PURITY CAMPAIGN.” 


The campaign of the local Board 
of Health against adulterated food 
products is a righteous campaign in 
behalf of purity. Ordinarily, when we 
speak of a “purity campaign,” we re- 
fer to a campaign for moral purity. 
But purity of the foods and drinks 
which we use is perhaps quite as essen- 
tial as purity of morals. In fact, it is 
possible that there is a closer relation 
between the two forms of purity than 
is generally supposed. A healthy body 
may not be absolutely necessary to a 
healthy mind, but physical health 1. 
certainly conducive to mental and 
moral health. | 
The value of the local campaign 
agaln-t adulterations of food products 
will be in a direct ratio to its ¢horough- 
ness and to the persistency with which 
it is kept up. There ts no doubt that 
the practice of adultcrating foods and 
drinks can de abolished, or at least re- 
duced to a Tow minimum; but it will 
require ample legislation and constant 
vigilamece on the part of officials 
charged with executing the laws. The 
label system, requiring that the exact 
ingredients contained in all packages: 
shall be indicated upon the label, is one 
of the most effective remedies yet de- 
vised fer preventing adulterations. The 
thorough enforcement of this system 
will practically do away with such 
concoctions as “pure raspberry jam,” 
composed of one part of raspberry and 
seven parts of apple, glucose, gelatin, 
coloring matter and flavoring extracts, 
and “pure pepper.“ composed of 20 per 
cant. pepper and 80 per cent. walnut 
hull. 

If people choose to buy such fabrica- 
tions, they probabiy have a right to 
do so, provided the products are sold 
under an honest abel. And it is 
equaliy clear that manufacturers have a 
right to adulterate their products, pro- 
vided na ingredient injurious to health 
be used, and provided the product be 
honestly labeled, so that there will be? 
no deception. 

The local Health Officer proposes a 
pure-food ordinance to be submitted 
for adoption to all the municipalities 
in the State, designed to prohibit, abe 
solutely, the adulteration of ali foods 
and drinks. Such an ordinance, if 
adopted by every municipality in the 
State, would go a long way toward se- 
curing purer food and drink products. 
But in order to give the ordinance com- 
plete effectiveness it should Wupple- 
mented by a State law in therough har- 
mony with its provisions. Even these 
Safeguards, however, would not prove 
effective unless a national pure-food 
law were enacted, making it unlawful 
to manufacture or sell adulterated 
foods and drinks anywhere in the 
United States, unless such products 
were so labeled as to show the exact 
ingredients composing them. 

A measure of this character has been 
pending for several years in the. Sen- 
ate of the United States, but its pas-

That 
the Senate could be turned from the 
path of manifest duty by such influ- 
ences is discreditable in the last de- 
gree to that body, and unfortunate in 
an equal degree for the American peo- 
ple. 

This question will come before the 
Senate at its next session, and there 
ought to be sufficient patriotism, com- 
mon sense and justice in that body to 
insure the enactment of a suitable law, 
in which the House of Representatives 
may be flepended upon to concur.

Oregon's Whipping Post. 
Out of All the agitation of last Win- 
ter for the establishment of the whip- 
ing post for wife-beaters, which was 
inspired by President Roosevelt's re- 
-arks on the subject in relation to the 
istrict of Columbia, there was a soll- 
tary enactment by a Legislature, Ore- 
gon, alone of the States in which such 
measures were offered, passed a whip- 
ping-post bill. The law now stands be- 
fore the wife-beaters and as closely as 
possible the country will watch its 
operations and the effect of the punish- 
ments administered under it. This 
statute provides that if a conviction 
for wife-beating is obtained in a police 
court the culprit must be lashed by 
the Chief of Police or one of his sub- 
ordinates.

The Sheriff of Washington county, un 
which Portland is situated, now an- 
nounees that if man is sentenced 0 
the post in his jurisdiction he will an 
every case offer to appoint the beaten 
wife his deputy fer the purpose of ad- 
ministering the punishment.

I 
know of no commonwealth where the 
great State universities Save the hold 
upon the people that they do here. 
There is no need for a spirit of unkind 
rivairy; the more you bulld up one 
institution of that kind the more you 
bulld up others. Bach nelgwboring 
business helps the other in the commer- 
olal world; it is eo of church; it ia so of 
schoois. We are not helped by hinder- 
g our neighbors. Stanford has made 
keiey; go over the records and cat- 
alogues of the past twenty years and 
see; in numbers you will find one te 
ten. The wholesale sense of rivairy has 
done it. The other day I was talking 
with a man of means from the north 
about our own college. He remarked: 
1 Suppose there is a reason why Po- 
mona College should exist." I have 
a deal over that remark, 
should any echool or church 
ist? The question is not specific but 
generic. For the same reason ae that 
of. living at ali—Decause it is worth 
while to live. Although our college was 
founded by Congregationalists, and Is 
supported by them, it is not denomina- 
tional so far as the student bedy ls 
concerned. Go over our records, and 
you will find that only one-third of our 
students are Congregationalists, the 
other two-thirds came from families 
not” affiliated with us denomination- 
ally. We have more Methodists and 
Presbyterians than Congregationalists; 
this shows that we have a fairly goed 
name among our neighbors. We have 
three colleges on this Coast—one at 
Walla Walia, one near Portland, and 
one at Claremont. The classes at 
Claremont have nearly twice as many 
students ag in both the other colleges 
put together. We have 180 students, a 
freshmen class of eightly-three, and 
will graduate this year twenty-two or 
three. As to our finances—I would fate 
to belong to a college whose resources 
were not crowded. Harvard ran be- 
hind $250,000 last year. A generous Ke 
ton man drew his check for the amount 
and gent it to President Eliet. He set 
an admirable example, and I here quote 
it for the benefit of any similarly in- 
clined. Pomom College, a fifteen-year- 
old youngster, ran behind $1000 this 
yepr. Our business foundation is strong 
and our finances are well adminis- 


tere. 

“What have our students done? It is 
but eleven years since our first ‘class 
graduated, and Pomona College has 
three representatives in the schools of 
Japan and two in the Philippines. The 
man who is responsible more than any 
other for administering the educational 
interests in the Philippines ts a Po- 
mona graduate, as is also the man who 
stands second in the work. The main 
thing the Americans are doing over 
there is getting the natives to school. 
Has England devoted herself to the ed- 
ucation of her warde? 

“We believe in the etiffest kind of 
education work. There are no nanrby- 
pamby ideas among our faculty touch- 
ing the dignity of intellectual work or 
intellectual standar'«. In addition to 
the training of the ind we belleve 
the training of the spi: it. You. may, 
train a man’s mind and make him a 
shrewder scoundrel unless you deter- 
mine the direction of that training. 
The kind of Christian spirit that pre- 
valls at Pomona is straight out, open- 
eyed truth and frankness before God 
and our students exhibit a stalwart 
maniiness and womaniiness in their 
forms of expression regarding their re- 
ligious lite.“

Rev. Frank DeWitt Talmage 
preached at the First Preshyterian 
Church last night upon “Twilight For- 
giveness,” taking as his text Ephe- 
sians iv, 26: “Let not the sun go down 
upon your wrath.”

DEATH OF DOR. WALKER AFTER 
FORTY-FIVE YEARS’ WORK. 


— 


| Veteran Methodist Minister Passes 
Away at His Home in Les Angeles. 
Filled Many High Stations for the 
Cause to Which He Was Zealously 
Devoted. 


A career of forty-five years in the 
ministry of the Methodist church, dur- 
ing which many important posts were 
filled and much work done for the ad- 
vancement of Christianity, was closed 
yesterday afternoon, when death called 
the Rev. John W. Walker, D.D. 


His death occurred at the family 
home at 3:30 o'clock, and his passing 
was as peaceful as the life he had 
lived. For four days he had been un- 
conscious, and his lite quietiy ebbed 
until the end came almost unknown to 
the watchers. 

John W. Walker was a native of Can- 
ada, and was born near Toronto. He 
was 62 years of age. His early years 
were spent in Canadian schools, and at 
the age of 17 he was licensed as an ex- 
horter in the Primitive Methodist 
Church of Canada. At 18 he was made 
@ local preacher of this denomination. 

In 1871 he came to the United States, 
and at once affiliated with the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, became a mem- 
ber of the New Hampshire Conference. 
and entered the New Hampshire Con- 
ference Seminary as a student, d- 
uating from that institution in 1 

He then entered the Boston Univer- 
sity and School of „ where he 
graduated in 1876 with the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. During these years 
of student life he continued his preach- 
ing, at points near the schools attend- 
ed; and after finishing his theological 
course he held some of the most im- 
— — charges of the New Hampshire 

ference until 1882. 
He then removed to lowa and be- 
came a member of the Northwestern 
lowa Conference. His first chargé was 
Clear Lake, where he was stationed 
two years, and he was then made pre- 
siding elder of the Fort Dodge district, 
which position he held for six years. 
This was considerably in the nature 
of pioneer work, as the State at that 
time was rapidly developing. During 
these years Dr. Walker more than dou- 
bled the number of charges in his dis- 
trict and brought about great develop- 
ment of the church interests, 
His last charge was Morningside 
Church, Sioux City, the church for the 
Methodist college neighborhood. There 
the disease which finally caused his 
death, paralysis, first affected him. and 
he was finally forced to abandon active 
work. In the hope of benefiting his 
he removed to Angeles a 
year ago, and since that time the fam- 
Th has been located at No. 1089 West 
irty-sixth street. 
Dr. Walker at once became a mem- 
ber of the University Methodist Church, 
and although incapacitated from any 
active work, he attended the church 
services regularly until two weeks ago. 
He has been confined to his bed only 
a little over a week; but he realised 
that hie end was near, and faced it 
with perfect confidence. 
Dr. Walker was married in 1874 to 
Emma k. Kelley, at Franklin Falls, 
N. UH. The widow and two children 
survive him, Mrs. D. H. Trimble, wife 
of the Methodist minister at Marathon. 
Iowa, and Ernest Walker, who is with 
his mother in this city. He also leaves 
a sister, Mra. Olin J. Kelley of Frank- 
lin Falls, N. K. 
Dr. Walker was a delegate to the 
General Conference of the Methodist 
church in 1886, at Cleveland, and was a 
member of some of the most important 
legislative committees of that body. He 
ever took great interest in the advance- 
ment of Methodism, and was especially 
filled with missionary seal. In err 
charge which he held there were great 
and many persons... were 
brought into the folds of the church. 
He was an eloquent speaker, an able 
sermonizer, argumentative and schol- 
arly. He retained his membership in 
the Northwestern lowa Conference yn- 
ti) his death. 
The funeral services will be held in 
the chapel at Evergreen Cemetery at 
11 o'clock tomorrow morning.
